Arc Victorious Over Queen's 
at Kingston 



GOOD SPEAKING 



Torontonians Have Better of 
Argument at Union 



The University of Toronto debating 
team, upholding the negative of the 
resolution that "the material advance 
in uindrrn civilization has been accom 
paiiicd by a corresponding advance in 
moral and intellectual spheres," was 
given the judges' decision after an in- 
teresting debate in which the debaters, 
in the words of the chairman, reached 
a very high standard of oratory. Til 
chairman at the same time announced 
that Penrose and Everett, representing 
McGill at Kingston, were successful in 
proving their side of the argument, dc 
fcating Queen's, last year's winners 
At a late hour last night the results 
from Toronto had not been heard and, 
in consequence, the final standing not 
known.. 

The debate was opened by Balshaw 
of McGill, leader of the affirmative 
Prefacing the argument, Batshaw said 
that it was understood that the words 
used throughout the argument were to 
have their commonly accepted mean- 
ings, and not any technical meanings 
that might be attached to them. 

It was the purpose of the affirmative 
to prove thai since the Industrial Rev- 
olution, as much progress had been 
made along intellectual lines as had 
been made along material lines. Mak- 
ing a survey of material progress, it 
is found that its origin lies not as some 
claim, in luck, but rather in intellec- 
tual development which has, of neces- 
sity, come before at.- Man cannot be 
said to have come by wealth merely 
by chance. Intellectual advancement 
must have preceded it. Material 
wealth is a direct result of man's men- 
tal endeavors. Shakespeare said, " 'Tis 
the mind that makes the body rich." 
Another famous author said, "Mind 
begets mind," 

The great advancement in education 
that has been made in the last century 
is merely one example of the great 
strides in things intellectual. A cen- 
tury ago, the greater part of the popu- 
lation was unable to read or write, but 
today, an elementary education is with- 
in the reach of everyone. Education 
is practically universal. 

These great increases in facilities of 
education have averted a possibility of 
reversion to mediaeval customs. 

The great advances in science, es- 
pecially medicine, made during the 
nineteenth century, were further exam- 
ples of intellectual progress. 

Summarizing, Batshaw said that the 
great advances had been made in the 
lines of education, diffusion of thought, 
science and medicine, and by the im- 
provements in such institutions as gov- 
ernments.

Vciy Rev. A. Baillic to Ad- 
dress Students Tomorrow 



The meeting of the Canadian Club, 
which was to be held this afternoon at 
the R.V.C. with the Very Reverend 
Albert Baillic as s-p^ikcr, has been post- 
poned till to-morrow, Feb. 28th. 

As the times of the Canadian Club 
meeting and the Women's Intercollegi- 
ate Hockey game between Varsity and 
McGill conflicted, and as they were both 
strong drawing cards, it was necessary 
that one should give place to the oilier. 
The Dean of Windsor, who was to leave 
the city this afternoon, has consented to 
remain another day in order that he may 
sec the ladies hockey match and also 
that he may have the opportunity of ad- 
dressing the students of the University. 
He will accompany the Principal to the 
game tin's afternoon. 

When Sir Arthur Currie was inter- 
viewed this afternoon he declared: "I 
should like to put myself on record as 
strong recommending the Dean of the 
Chapel Royal. The students are dis- 
tinctly receiving a treat. He is a man 
whom every student should hear." 

The McGill Canadiaji Club has heard 
many speakers of international fame dur- 
ing the past session, but seldom docs it 
have the opportunity of hearing a man 
with the experience and training of the 
Very Reverend Albert Bailiie. 



After the adoption of minutes and 
transaction of business about three hun- 
dred men heard Prof. Ocrtel give a 
very interesting address on Music, 
Science and Medicine. His reasons for 
choosing the topic were the facts that 
music occupies a unique position among 
•all other arts, and that there is a connec- 
tion between artistic and scientific think- 
ing. "Music does not depend upon hu- 
man experience like the other arts.. It 
is a pure creation of the mind and nei- 
ther in contents nor in form is it based 
on anything we may experience." 

He went on to show that an emotional 
temperament is not essential to the ap- 
preciation of music. In the so-called 
dance or march music there is a com- 
bination of rythm and sound which ap- 
peals to the emotional, while in the high- 
er forms of music there is an intel- 
lectual appeal. 

The speaker then went on to show 
that the higher music is a complex elab- 
oration of thought, which culminates in 
an independent conclusion just like 
new fact is explained through develop- 
ment of the different points of view, and 
slow elimination to a satisfactory eon 
elusion . 

Prof. Ocrtel explained the tendency 
of medical men of to-day becoming nar- 
row minded. Teaching of to-day should 
not be a laying down of isolated facts 
but a gathering of impressions which 
the. student may use in forming his own 
ideas so that rather than become ; 
group of the followers of jazz we may hi 
more inclined toward individual compo 
sit ion. 



This afternoon at 5:30 the 'Varsity 
and McGill women's hockey teams 
clash at the Mount Royal Arena.

Their fast skating and good 
combination have won a well-earned 
reputation. 

The R.V.C. team under the direc- 
tion of Coach Shaughnessy and Miss 
McCallum has wopked hard and has 
shown great improvement. It is con- 
sidered to be a stronger team than 
that which went tip to Toronto last 
year. Since the basketball team have 
proved themselves Intercollegiate 
champions, the hockey team arc deter- 
mined to carry off the William Beatty 
Ramsey Trophy offered for the Inter- 
collegiate Hockey Championship.

' Government of the people lias always had as its greatest enemy 
I — an d it has many of these — apathy. Autocracy, and its antithesis, 
i'anarcliy, may both be traced, when they are a consequence of democ 
! racy, to a lack of attention on the part of the electorate resulting in 
an opportunity to those undesirables, always willing, to take the 
guidance of government in their own hands. In short, apathy has 
never been contemporary with precedent popular government. In 
' student politics, although wc do not have to fear the extremes re 
ferred to, we are in equal danger of that which is their cause and 6 ' 
that which is their effect— for bad government in a students' society 
is a constant possibility. It is to forestall indifferences and mis-gov 
^frimc'nt in the undergraduate sphere that student elections 
are being held at McGill in the very near future. Every member 
of the Students' Society, every reader of this column, every true son 
of McGill, is expected to perform his duty to his Alma Mater by giv 
ii-jg to the elections which arc soon to take place the consideration 
and the sympathy which their importance warrants.

Dear Sir, — As Chairman of the Com- 
miltcc entrusted with the collection of 
funds for Student Relief, I beg space in 
your columns for the following statement 
regarding the campaign which may help 
toward an understanding of its origin 
and purpose. 

European Student Relief began as a re 
suit of evidence presented at a meeting 
of the executive of the World's Student 
Christian Federation in Switzerland in 
1920. While other organizations worked 
for the relief of other destitute classes, 
the W.S.F.C. was given the entire re- 
sponsibility for the, student groups- Dur- 
ing the next two years funds amounting 
to over $500,000 annually were collect- 
ed through the universities in about for- 
ty different countries and devoted to 
student relief. The administration of 
relief was carried on in close co-opera- 



tion with the American Relief Admin- 
istraton, the Imperal War Relief and 
the Society of -Friends who were at 
work in the same areas. 

The fundamental principle has always 
been to place the relief on the basis of 
need without regard for race, creed, or 
politics. Where funds were inadequate 
preference was given to students in the 
senior years of their college courses. 
Wherever possible the money was used 
in co-operation or self-help schemes ra- 
ther than as charity doles. As a result 
of the consistent policy of the Commit- 
tee in these regards, the relief move- 
ment has pruved itself one of the great- 
est influences in the breaking down of 
international prejudices and hatreds as 
witnessed at a Conference of Central 
European students held at Tournov last 
spring. 

Until this year the relief has been 
mostly directed to the Central European 
countries. The need in Russia was 
known to he even greater but access to 
the Universities was denied. Now the 
way is open and the appalling conditions 
of university life known. Even those 
countries which have previously received 
help are now attempting to aid in the 
Russian relief. The budget for this 
year therefore reads thus: 
Student Relief in Russia .... $400,000 
Central Europe for Refugee stu- 
dent relief and self-help 
schemes 100,000

At present over 20,000 Russian stu- 
dents arc receiving one meal per day 
from Relief sources. For most of them 
this is their only meal- There are also 
many thousands of refugee students in 
dire straits— some of them refugees in 
what has been their own countries. 

The evidence of necessity for this 
work is abundant and unanswerable. The 
statements of Mr. Hoover, Dr. Nanscn 
and of our own Canadian Secretaries in 
Central Europe: Mr. Win- Rose and 
Miss Margaret Wrong, arc entirely con- 
vincing. Likewise the reasons why the 
universities should not be allowed to go 
down arc too obvious to require elabora- 
tion here. 

The exchange rate is so much in our 
favour now that a little help goes a long 
way. Fifteen dollars of Canadian 
money will keep a student in Russia for 
the college term. $1.50 will give a stu- 
dent a meal a day for a month. Text 
books and clothing in good condition are 
also most acceptable. A shipment of six- 
teen cases contributed by friends in 
Montreal and Toronto was sent from 
Strathcona Hall in December. Now it 
is our turn. Last year a canvass au 
thorized by the Student Council raised 
over $700. May wc now do even better 
than that this year?

E. M.'Ebcrts, Dr. 1. M. Rabinovitch, 
and Professor II. X. Mackay, will de- 
liver addresses at a meeting being livid 
in the Physics Building, under the aus- 
pices of the Sigma Xi Society.

M. Rabinovitch will deal 
with the treatment of diabetes by insu- 
lin, which has been developed so recently 
at Toronto University- Dr- Rabinovitch 
is a McGill graduate now in charge of 
metabolism at the General Hospital. 
Professor Macklay of McGill, will have 
m engineering subject as topic. 

The talks will be very interesting to 
everyone, as it is the intention to make 
them of general attractiveness, and to 
avoid marring them for the average man 
by excessively protracted descriptions of 
technical details. The choice of sub- 
jects in medicine, surgery and engineer- 
ing embraces a wide field. 

In all the leading universities on this 
continent, the Society of the Sigma 
XI is an honotirary society whose ob- 
ject is to develop scientific recsarch. 
The qualification for membership con- 
sists in the carrying out and publica- 
tion of original research. A limited 
number of graduating students who 
have shown outstanding ability arc ad- 
mitted each year to associate member- 
ship, an honour which stimulates inter- 
est in their studies. One of the main 
objects of the society is to interest the 
public in general in the present day ad- 
vances made in science. This is accom- 
plished by a number of addresses de- 
livered by men who have personally 
carried out the work or by men who arc 
authorities in the particular branch of

There are many reasons why "Hu- 
man Hearts" is regarded as an out- 
standing film and why it and a well- 
balanced vaudeville bill are drawing 
sood audiences at the Imperial this 
week.

DEBATERS OF 

McGILL LOSE 

TO TORONTO 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

Opening the debate for the negative, 
Mclnnis of Toronto slated that the 
speaker of the affirmative had uttered 
a glaring and basic fallacy. He had 
stated that intellectual advance corre- 
sponded to the material advance that 
bad been made during the last hundred 
years. True, there had been undoubt- 
ed advances along intellectual and 
moral lutes, but these were only spas- 
modic, and were not regular as were 
the material increases. Isolated in- 
stances could be presented aplenty, but 
these in no way furthered the argu- 
ment of the affirmative. 

It was up to the affirmative to prove 
first, that man at present possessed in- 
creased ability to solve his own prob- 
lems, and, secondly, that there had 
been a decrease in a man's tendency 
to care for himself only, and to disre- 



gard all others. The fact that edu- 
cation has increased by leaps and 
bounds in the last century does not 
mean that there lias been a corrcspon- 
ing advance in intelligence. Ability to 
read and write is not the ability to 
think'. Universal education lias not 
brought a inillettiuni of virtue. To 
possess a mass of information i> not 
to possess common sense. The net re- 
sult of the great increase in education 
s the increase in the willingness to 
.ccept information second-hand. 

The great number of novels that are 
it present mi the market indicates that 
.he public is doilig more nailing, bill 
he nature of these novels, which arc 
icrdy iiilcilcrlual narcotics, indicates 
thai man's intelligence has decreased 
■alber than increased during the last 
lundred years. What satisfies I lie 
mblic mind at present are the yellow 
onrnals and literature of the ul'tra-sug- 
jeslivc type. 

A writer in the Century Magazine 
aid il he could get as good a solu- 
tion to :i problem from a bunch of Chi- 
ncsi Coolies as from an equal number 
of Harvard Alumni. 

Tlie speaker said that hi.- opponents 
ould undoubtedly cite many isolated 
:ascs oi charily and hiimaiiitariuuisni, 
mi the ruling force today i.- undoubt- 
edly "haic". 
Concluding, Mi liinis said thai the 
issatisfaclion with the trend of mod- 
:tt life clearly indicates the lack of in- 
illcctual progress. 

In opening; Clarke, of McGill, said 
ha: the speaker for tin- negative bad 
failed In take up the challenge as laid 
down by his colleague, namely, that 
with material advance there had been 
i corresponding advance in intellectual 
uni moral spheres. There were uil- 
ioublcdly times when there was a 
gnai depression in intellectual pro- 
grès-, but there were likewise periods 
when material progress was at a low- 
ebb . 

A century may be judged by ils 

noral development. There was a 
time when a man would sec bis fellow 
beaten and robbed and would walk by, 

vilhoul attempting to aid him. There 
was a time when unemployment ami 
the unemployed were disregarded. One 
hundred years ago, a few men owned 
practically the whole of England; To- 
day, I he land has been placed in the 
hands of the people. One hundred 
years ago. "grog-shops" advertised 
that they would make a man drunk for 
x penny . Today, commissions have 

-eeii appointed to check this. Half- 
time systems for boys and girls in 
mine s have been done away with. The 

present age is the age of fruition, and 
the Kiwanis and Rotary clubs . arc 
some examples of the tendency in this 

lircction. 

A hundred years ago there were two 
hundred crimes for which a man could 
be hanged; today there arc but four. 
Great reforms have been made in pris- 
ons and in the matters of castes, sex, 
and race. There is a greater sense of 
brotherhood in the world today than 
there ever has been. 

The formation of the. League of Na- 
tions, concluded Clarke, is another great 
example of the -great intellectual strides 
which I he world has made. 

In his opening remarks. Guest, of 
Yarsily, mentioned that one of his op- 
ponents spoke of the present age as an 
age of brotherhood. The recent Illinois 
mine massacre is a convincing disproof 
of this, and the verdict of not guilty, 
which was brought in when the men re- 
sponsible were tried, is a further indi- 
■ i.liou of man's lack' of moral develop- 
ment. 

The Ruhr question, too, in which 
France chooses to pursue her own self, 
isll course, disregarding the interests of 
'-•••her nations, further shows that |] 1C 
present age is no: one of brotherly love- 
The first speaker for the affirmative 
larled lo differentiate dearly between 
material and intellectual progrès. Much 
that he bad called intellectual progress, 
was really material progress, especially 
the great scientific discoveries that bad 
been made in the hist century. The 
vork along intellectual lines had been 
Jonc in ancient days; the men of to-day 
were reaping the benefits of the work 
of Hie ancients, very little independent 
thinking being done by them. They mere- 
ly' improved to a certain extent the worl; 
■I" their predecessors, but b.ivc not 
Vouglu mil anything really original. 
No improvement has been made mi the 
'en Commandments, for instance, ami 
lie teachings of Christ are still regard- 
ed as the basis of good living. The 
Fuel thai there is more legislation io-day 
h'-ws that man needs more legislation, 
a;i eluded Guest; 

Batshaw dwell strongly on tin-, fact 
hat the arguments as advanced by his 
Ùde bad not been refilled, and that the 
cgativc bad spent their time speaking on 
^relevant points. 

Dr. Gordon Laiug, t| K - chairman, then 
isked the judges to withdraw ami rcn- 
Yr their decisions, which incidentally 
\cre given individually and nut in 
illabo ration. 

'Mu- jtui.ee- wen- nul long in deciding, 
■ml the chairman announced that the
